THE STUDENT GOVERNMENT 

E LEVEN years ago the Hammond High School organized an association in which every 
student is a part. Our school government is patterned after that of our own United 
States, so that each student on entering the school becomes a “citizen” of Hammond 
High with his due civil rights. In receiving the great honor of becoming a citizen of the 
government, it is the duty of each student to co-operate to the best of his ability with 
the chosen leaders of the school organization. This co-operation was shown this year by 
the fine attendance at the football and basketball games, school dances, concerts, and 
various other activities. 

The officers of the association are President, Don Schulte; Vice-President, Palmer 
Burns; and Recorder, Marianne Estrup. These officers were elected in the spring of last 
year; and they have faithfully carried out their duties and the many plans and suggestions 
submitted for a better high school. 

The president has various duties. He appoints his cabinet, composed of four mem- 
bers: Betty Clark, Secretary of Student Activities; Francis Gray, Secretary of Public 
Safety; Joe Palko, Secretary of Discipline; and Arthur Erickson, Secretary of the Junior 
Red Cross. The secretary of student activities has charge of all student affairs which 
include dances, athletic events, and other special affairs of the school year. The secre- 
tary of discipline presides over the student court and handles misdemeanors which may 
arise. The secretary of public safety takes charge of the hall during lunch periods and 
provides for order in the school at all times. This year the Junior Red Cross organized a 
council composed of one member chosen from each advisory. This, together with the 
Junior Rad Cross Committee, is under the supervision of the secretary of the Junior Red 
Cross. 
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THE STUDENT REPRESENTATIVES 

T HE president also presides over the Senate, which is composed of two 
freshmen, two sophomores, three juniors, and three seniors. This past 
year, the Senate has been striving to arouse greater interest in the asso- 
ciation and bring it into closer association with the student body which it 
represents; also to further the interests of the students in school activities. 
They succeeded in doing this when they passed the appropriation bill for 
a moving picture machine. As a result, the student body has had many 
enjoyable moments. The members of this year’s Senate are; Warren Harris, 
Phil Beatty, Bob Bigelow, Virginia Good, Audrey Bell, Tom Cosgrove, Lucy 
Jo Brusch, Chuck Bounds, Den Dutton, and Dick Brusch, with Mr. Nelson 
as advisor. The recorder, Marianne Estrup, records the minutes of the 
Senate meetings. 

The vice-president, Palmer Burns, presides over the House of Repre- 
sentatives, which is composed of one representative from each advisory. 
Much like the House of Representatives in our own national government, it 
voices the many opinions of the individual through the lesser governments, 
which are the advisory groups. In order for any bill to become a law, gov- 
erning the school association, it must be voted upon and passed by the 
House. At the beginning of the year the House met for the first time and 
maintained an organization meeting. Palmer Burns presiding. Melverrne 
Trutt was elected vice-speaker and Marjory Dickson received the position 
of secretary. At this time several committees were appointed by the 
Speaker.

SWIMMING 

A LTHOUGH a team which was considered by many, at the start of the season, as 
another ordinary swimming team, the Hammond Wildcats of 1934 proved to 
be the best swimming team ever assembled in the Hammond pool. 

Losing only one Conference meet during the season, finishing second in the 
Conference meet, and finishing second downstate, Hammond swimmers ended the 
greatest year in the history of this sport. 

At Indianapolis, Hammond High came through with three firsts. Walter Meyn, 
Hammond back stroker, swam the 100-yard back stroke in 1:12.4, establishing a 
new State record. The old record was 1 :14.4. 

Another first was won by Ted Thomas, tiny breast stroker. Thomas swam the 
100-yard breast stroke in 1 :19.4, falling short of the record by two seconds. 

Victories were won over such strong teams as Washington, Horace Mann, 
Whiting, Harvey, and Michigan City Y. M. C. A. Washington beat us by one non- 
conference team to conquer the Wildcats this year. 

Coach Scott loses Captain Danch, Housley, Helton, and Mikulan, via the gradu- 
ation route. Meyn, Thomas, Jacobson, and Erdman are the veterans returning to give 
Hammond a strong team, if not a stronger one than this year. 


WRESTLING 

Wrestling, a comparatively new sport in the school is becoming rapidly a very 
popular form of athletics. This year Coach Aurie Scott’s team made another step up 
the ladder of success by taking third in the State meet, and second in the Northern 
Indiana Conference, to the latter of which, this year, Hammond was host. Growing 
interest in this sport was shown by the fact that at every home meet the gym was 
filled. 

In the Conference meet every Hammond man placed in the following order: 
Firsts — Haak, heavyweight; Keeler, 145. Seconds — Adams, 165; Marquardt, 185; 
Morton, 135; Britton, 125; Zick, 118; and Janezko, 100. Thirds — Dutton, 175, and 
Etienne, 1 08. 

In the State meet at Indiana University, Haak placed first, Sax and Storey placed 
second, and Zick placed third in their respective weights. 

Only two men, Marquardt and Dutton, of Scotty's team graduate this year, which 
will leave him with a potential State championship team for next year.

CROSS-COUNTRY 

L ED by Melverne Trutt, the cross-country team of 1933 finished the most success- 
, ful season in the history of the school under the guidance of Coach Easton. 
Through Mr. Easton's coaching and supervision, cross-country has begun to 
creep up on the major sports and is becoming more popular year by year. 

Melverne Trutt, all-state record holder of the 880-yard run (1:57.9), led 
the Purple runners. Papuga, Bunger, Starsnick, Holbrook, Farcus, Dycus, Luconi, 
and Hennings also ran for Hammond. All eight of these boys are returning next 
year to comprise Hammond’s greatest cross-country team. 

The hill-and-dale men opened their season against Froebel of Gary and 
emerged with a victory by the score of 18-37. Next on the schedule came Roose- 
velt of East Chicago, which ended in a 28-28 tie. The next victim of the Purple 
and White runners was Emerson of Gary, who came out on the short end of a 21 -34 
score. Hammond met its first defeat at the hands of Horace Mann of Gary, con- 
ference winners, 40-20. Coach Easton’s lads ended their regular schedule by out- 
running Washington 1 5-65. 

In the Horace Mann Invitational Meet, November 4, the Wildcats finished 
fourth. 

The season came to a successful close when Hammond finished second to 
Horace Mann in the N. I. H. S. Conference Meet. 


TRACK 

Hammond’s prospects for a successful track season looked good and started 
out well for 1934. 

The medley relay team consisting of Frank Gross, Glenn McKay, Charles Bun- 
ger, and Melverne Trutt shattered the old State record by covering this distance in 
4:52.4. This record event took place at the Central Intercollegiate Indoor Relays 
at South Bend. 

On March 31 the cindermen traveled to the Butler Fieldhouse to participate in 
the State Indoor Meet. Here the Wildcats took fourth place, compiling 29 points, 
while Horace Mann won the meet with 38 Vi points. 

Mel Trutt, star middle-distance runner, won two firsts, the 440, and half-mile 
run. Glenn McKay captured a first in the quarter-mile, while George Papuga 
emerged victorious in the mile. Charlie Hicks finished third in the broad jump, and 
Charles Bunger snared a similar place in one of the 880-yard runs. 
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HAMMOND 


McKAY 

Glen McKay, a sophomore, and a newcomer to Hammond High’s track 
world, proved a surprise find this year. 

Soon after reporting out for practice he began to win recognition for 
himself, and identified himself as an extraordinary good 440 man. When 
the state meet rolled around, Glen was running this event in almost record 
time. At the state he sped past many a worthy opponent and came home 
a state champion. 

The best part about Glen is his remaining for two years more of 
competition. 


PAPUGA 

Here is another track man who brought a state championship to Ham- 
mond High, little Georgie Papuga, state champion in the mile. This is a 
case of such conscientious training that two years of^steady work have made 
him the superior of the best milers in the state. 

George is only a sophomore, and if two years can see this fellow a 
state champion, and a threat for a new record, what may we look for in 
his next two years of competition? 


JACOBSON 

Carl Jacobson is the last of the two which made up the winning medley relay team of 
Coach Scott's swimmers, and another good reason why these were able to set a new state 
record for this event. "Jake” is the fellow who swims the free-style in this relay event. 

Although unable to take first in the single free-style events this year, he will be back 
next year and, with the improvement he is bound to make through the summer, should be 
a winner in his own right next year. 


THOMAS 

Little Ted Thomas, small but potent, is this year’s 
state swim champ in the breast-stroke event. He is 
another boy who made good in his first year of varsity 
competition and will return next year to add more 
glories to his name. 

Along with his win in this single event came his 
work as second man on the medley relay team which 
set a new state mark at Indiana University during the 
state meet. “Scotty’’ is expecting a great deal from 
him in '35. 

MEYN 

Walter Meyn, the first member of our winning 
medley relay team is a back stroke swimmer of no small 
ability. He swam two events in the state this year 
and proved a winner in both instances. 

Besides his work with the relay, Wally won the 
state back stroke competition and broke a state record 
in so doing. He was a newcomer to the varsity this 
year, and will be back next year. Next season Coach 
Scott hopes to swim him in three events, as he is also 
an expert free-styler.

“Mel’’ Trutt, veteran track star, has brought Hammond High more honors than any other 
devotee of the cinder track. He has been for two years holder of the State Championship in the 
half-mile, and last year in the mile, and has twice set new State records in the former event. 

“Mel” is a senior and so has finished his last year of high school competition. His will be 
a hard place for Coach Easton to fill next year. 


JONES 

The honors of the football season this year went to Bob ]ones, 
stocky left guard.

Robert Haak, heavyweight wrestler for Coach Scott’s mat- 
men, was the first boy to bring State honors to Hammond 
High. Haak won the State Heavyweight Wrestling Title and 
duplicated this by winning the Conference Title as well. He 
did not lose a match or had any draws during the season of 
1934. 

Last year "Bob” reached the finals of the State meet, 
but lost to a Bloomington wrestler. 

Haak tips the scale at 210 pounds and stands six feet in 
height.

TAXES AND THE HAMMOND SCHOOLS 

1 axes paid in Lake county by the Northern Indiana Public Service 
Company and its affiliates support a substantial part of the expense of 
operating the school system. For every day this year, the Company 
will pay $993.50 in property taxes in Lake county, in addition to the 
gross income tax which is returned to the school system by the state. 

In Hammond alone, the $44,733.84 property taxes paid to the school 
city by the Northern Indiana Public Service Company will be sufficient 
to educate more than 12 per cent of the high school pupils for an entire 
school year. 

State taxes paid in 1934 on Hammond property of the Northern 
Indiana Public Service Company and the Chicago District Electric 
Generating Station will aggregate approximately $640,000. The total 
cost of operating Hammond’s school system for an entire year is approxi- 
mately $730,000. 

Hammond benefits by these large tax payments because it is the home 
office of the Northern Indiana Public Service Company, which provides 
gas and electric service over an area of 12,000 square miles. In addition 
to this, the company employs more than 600 local persons in the 
Hammond district.
